have membership in the association, 
(ell said. 
'“ It costs proportionately less to 
make 1,000 barrels of flour than it 
loes IOO." said Bell. “A miller likes 
to attain maximum production, re­ 
gardless of whether domestic 
de­ 
mand-; call for all his stocks. 
The 
association will set the price to for­ 
eign buyers—enough to make up for 
loss at home—and Europe will have 
to meet the price. 
“ This done, we will be enabled to 
give domestic buyers a more equit­ 
able share in price reductions.”
